Mr. Trab u e will q u alify Mo n­ 
day mo rning in his new p o sitio n. 
The co mmissio n will co nsist o f 
o nly three memb ers instead o f 
fiv e, and after Mr. Trab u e as­ 
su mes o ffice the b o ard will o r­ 
ganize and p rep are fo r their 
wo rk. 
After the resignatio n o f May o r 
Trab u e had b een read to the 
co u ncil, Mr. Trab u e made a few 
remarks and ex p ressed his re­ 
gret in hav ing to resign his p o ­ 
sitio n. He ex p ressed his ap p re­ 
ciatio n fo r the sp lendid co o p era­ 
tio n giv en him b y the city co u n- 
cilmen, the dep artment heads 
and all city emp lo y ees.

THOSE WHO SERVE 
It was in terestin g to read the other day that 
the Great Western Railway of En g lan d lost a 
crack ex press train in a blizzard — lost it when 
the train g ot stu ck in sn ow drifts on its way to 
Lon don in on e of the worst win ter storms En g ­ 
land has kn own in y ears. 
Ev en more in terestin g , thou g h, was the n ews 
of w hat the passen g ers on the train did when 
it fin ally g ot to Lon don . The n ews dispatches 
relate th at “passen g ers ru shed forward to the lo­ 
comotiv e an d con g ratu lated the en g in eer for 
g ettin g them throu g h. On e woman kissed him.” 
This, to be su re, was n o more than fair. Bu t it 
is the sort of thin g th at seldom happen s to rail­ 
road en g in eers, or to an y other of those skilled 
techn ician s on whose dev otion , en du ran ce an d 
ability the liv es of trav elers depen d. It ou g ht to 
happen often , bu t it doesn ’t. 
Probably there is n ot a reader of this n ews­ 
paper who has n ot at some time made a trip by 
train , by steamer, by bu s or by airplan e at a 
time when the elemen ts were activ ely hostile. 
Bu t is there on e reader who wen t ou t of his way , 
after it was ov er, to shake the han d of the en ­ 
g in eer— or the captain , the driv er or the pilot — 
an d than k him for g ettin g him throu g h safely ? 
We take the work those men do for g ran ted. 
We climb aboard a train on a cold, n asty n ig ht 
when the air is filled with fly in g sn ow an d the 
therm ometer reg isters zero weather, an d we 
sn u g g le down comfortably in a berth an d drop 
off to sleep with n othin g to distu rb u s, an d when 
morn in g comes we stroll in to the din er for a hot 
breakfast an d won der idly if the train is g oin g 
to be a bit late. 
An d throu g h it all we hardly g iv e a thou g ht to 
the man u p in the cab, peerin g ou t in to the 
blin din g n ig ht an d holdin g the train to its 
cou rse in spite of the weather. Nor do we con ­ 
sider the other men who helped g et u s in safely 
— the sig n almen , the dispatchers, the track 
walkers an d so on , who fou g ht the storm while 
we slept cozily in a warm berth. 
That, of cou rse, was their job. They g ot paid 
for it. 
Bu t they deserv e at least a passin g 
thou g ht from u s, whom they serv e. These En ­ 
g lish passen g ers were ex ception al in that they 
remembered it. 


NEEDED — A VISION OF OUR DESTINY 
A British writer fin ished a tou r of the Un ited 
States n ot lon g ag o an d remarked th at the chief 
trou ble with America today is th at it can ’t qu ite 
fig u re ou t ju st what its destin y is. 
Un til recen tly , he said, America kn ew that its 
destin y was to dev elop an d settle a v ast con tin ­ 
en t. This kn owledg e in spired almost ev ery act 
in ou r n ation al history an d g av e sig n ifican ce to 
ev ery tu rn of ev en ts. As lon g as the job was u n ­ 
fin ished people cou ld ov erlook the imperfection s 
of the presen t by keepin g their ey es on the fu ­ 
tu re. 
Bu t n ow the con tin en t has been settled an d 
dev eloped abou t as completely as it n eeds to be. 
The g reat job that u n ified an d in spired the n a­ 
tion is fin ished — an d becau se we don ’t kn ow 
what the n ex t job is g oin g to be we are at a loose 
en d an d ou r trou bles look v ery big to u s. 
The v isitin g En g lishman had an other word to 
add to all of this. Soon er or later, he said, the 
American people will fin d a n ew destin y an d fol­ 
low it throu g h; an d in the en d, he predicted, they 
will become “the g reatest race the world has 
ev er seen .” 
Nowr that, to be su re, is v ery kin d an d v ery 
comfortin g . 
An d while we hav e n ev er been 
famou s for ou r n ation al modesty , it is a g ood 
thin g for u s to be told somethin g like th at ju st 
n ow. For the first part of the En g lishman ’s 
commen t is in dispu tably tru e, an d it is precisely 
the thin g which makes the depression so hard 
to bear. 
Becau se of it we hav e momen ts in which we 
won der if the en d of the world is n ot ju st abou t 
at han d. Ev ery thin g , we tell ou rselv es, is fin ­ 
ished. The old day s are don e for an d n o n ew 
day is g oin g to dawn . The cou n try is g oin g to 
perdition in a hig h-wheeled hack an d there is 
n othin g we can do abou t it ex cept crou ch on the 
mou rn ers’ ben ch an d bay at the moon . 
If we cou ld on ce make ou rselv es realize that 
the big g est jobs are y et to come an d the g reatest 
day s are y et to dawn we mig ht slou g h off some 
of ou r pessimism. The g reat depression isn ’t the 
en d of thin g s; it is on ly an in ciden t. Oju r real 
destin y is ahead of u s, n ot behin d u s.

Matthew 13-42 say s, “ There 
shall be weepin g an d wailin g 
an d g n ashin g of teeth,” u hen 
certain thin g s come to pass, bu t 
last Mon day , there was “cu ssin g 
an d stampin g of feet,” when de­ 
positors in In dian a ban ks were 
refu sed pay men t of more than 
fiv e per cen t of their deposits.

To th at restriction Clau de was 
u n familiar, bu t I will n ot here 
repeat hts commen ts on abolish­ 
in g the “sky lim it.” 
We liv ed ov er the in ciden t, the 
ban ks had n o -ru n s” an d the fi­ 
n an cial horizon cleared in

short time. Let u s hope this clou d 
will soon pass an d 
prov e a 
healthy equ alizer. As the blood 
is to the body , which depen ds on 
its pu rity an d u n obstru cted cir­ 
cu lation for a healthy con dition 
of the body , so too m u st be ou r 
fin an cial circu lation to w arran t 
a healthy bu sin ess con dition . If 
pollu ted with cou n terfeit cu r­
